WARRANT. 


The  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Campion  in  the 
County  of  Grafton,  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  House 
in  said  Campton,  on  Tuesday,  the  tenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and 
make  appropriation  of  the  same. 

3.  To  vote  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  support  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Campton  cemetery,  also  clean  up 
and  fence  other  cemeteries  in  town. 

5.  To  see  how  much  money  the  town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  Memorial  day. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  qualify  for 
state  aid  for  highways  under  the  lav/  passed  at  the  Jan- 
uary session,  1905. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  to  defray  town  charges. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  to  purchase  land,  if  necessary,  and  to 
erect  a  Chapel  thereon  to  be  dedicated  as  a  memorial 
to  the  soldiers,  and  used  as  a  public  building  for  funeral 
services. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  reports 
of  agents  and  officers  heretofore  chosen.
